HAving fbmetime fince feen a T A B L E of tlie Simpte 
Colo%rs made ufe of in Ltmming and PaintingyWmtvd m 
the Year 1680, at St:ckfalm\ I have here endeavoured to 
give a more Pkilofofhttdy and ufefui one by the addition of 
Ibrncmixt Colours : Not that Ipreteni to give the Shades o£ 
all the mLt Colours } which were indeed infinite as the 
Compofitions and Proportions of them may be unlimited ; 
but I have mixt each of the Simfk Tellows and Reds with 
each of the/fef /- Biews, aud thefe Mixtures give moft of the 
rnem Co ! ; jurs v viz» Lreens, Pvrplesj &c. To know *wh&t each 
of thefe^x? Colours is compounded of, you need but Iook to 
the Top of the Tahle direiMy over the Colour enquired after, 
wliere you may find the One Ingredient, and at the Side in 
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the fame Row, thc other. As the Pofpinjay-green is made of 
Bleiv Bice and CarmodU , an equal xveight of each. I chofc 
Weight rather than Meafure, becaufe the heavier Colonrs have 
generally. the more Body, and therefore come nearefl: to an 
Equaltty that.way. I have added the Latin } Greek, French, 
^nlEnglijh Names tlmt I knew, which the more skilful 
Reader may fupply where wanting. 1 propofe to my felf 
that this Tahle will beof fbme ufe and advantage in the de- 
fcribing of the Colours of Nafural Bodies r which may be 
done by this Table, mi reprefented more nearly to the Rea- 
der provided with one of the fame Tables^ with lefs ambi- 
guity, Ithink, thanis ufua! : A Standard of Colours beingyet 
a thing wanting .in Philofophy. Thus . to defcribe nPlant, it 
may be feen which o£the fimple ovmixt Colours comes nearefl: 
to it, and then the Word affixt tp that Colour may be made 
ufe of, which the Reader, if defirous, may look in his Table 7 
and find together wteh the Pattern thereof.

6. Indigo faid by P//#y to be brought from JW/4: a kind 
of Mud adhering to the Froath about Reeds, andthat when 
tryQd with a Coal, the true burns with a Purple-ffeme, and 
•fmells of the Sea : Linfchoten fays, it is called Anil y that it 
grows in Cam aia, and isa Plant like Rofemary , whicii is 
gathered and dryed, then wetted with fair Water, and 
beaten to a Mud ; this Operation being repeated, it is dry- 
ed and fitted for ufe, caf 69. 

7. Indian Jnk 7 its (Jfe known to Pliny, tho'not its Compo- 
fition ; which is yet unJifcovered, except it fhould be burnt 
Rice y as hath been thought. 

So much fbr tiie B/ews at the Head of our Tahie ; the 2>/-

1. Cerufe is the Ruft of Lead made by a vaporous Calci- 
nation ; IHiny writes thus of it in the 54. lih. cap. 18. Cerufe, 
or Ffimjtfunm is made in the Piummers Saops ; of fmall 
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Pktesof Lead laid upon a VefFel of very ftrong Vinegar, 
what falls into the V,negar is taken out,and dryed in the 
Sun : and in the 35 Book 9 Chaj>. 6. he fays it was made at 
Rome of burnt Mar ie-jiint quenchM in Vinegar* 
2. MaHicot is a kiin of improper Calx of Tin. 

3- G«tf£ Gamhtfj or Camhodia, the infpiffated Juice of a 
P/^ not well known, it comes from both the Indies. Some 
think it the Jutce of Eufhorbitm ; others Scammony, or Ti^- 
^/ ; others Ricinm ; others refer it to the greater Catafu- 
tia y Efula, or the Flowers of the /Ww» Ricinm, and will 
have it coloured with Turmerick : as Scroder. 

4. O&r a kind of Natural Earth, there are two fbrts there- 
of, the one Native formerly brought out of Attica , now 
from Dacia and Hungaria y and from many places ofEngland, 
efpecially in the Forreftof Dean : The other a factitious fiib- 
ftance of Lead burnt and quenchM in Vinegar. In Plinfs 
time it was made ofRuhrica, or Keddle burnt. 

5. Orpmentj a fat in flammableM/^r^/, juftlyranked a- 
mongft Poyfonsiox its extream Corrofive quality, P/w^ fays 
it was dug up in Syria oxx the Surface of the Earth ; and that 
the Emperor Caligula had hopes of getting Gold out of it ; 
wherefore he caufed i^Pounds of it to be tryed, which af- 
forded him very good Gold, but in fo fmall a Proportion, 
that he loft by the tryal 

6. Vmher is a Native Earth. 

7. Redrlead, a Colour unknown to the Jntients 7 m%dc of Li- 
tharge or burnt Lead by a Reverberatory Calcination, orof 
Cerufe put in a Platter over the Fire, which muft be conti- 
nually fiirred till it has aequired a Red4ead colour. Dr* Charl- 
ton de Fojf. 

8. BurntOker is the common yellow Oker burnt in thc 
open fire. 

9. Cinnahar or Vermitlion. There are two forts; Native 
orthe Minium of the Ancients, which is theMineral that 
yields Qutckfilver ; whereof,and of Sulph«r it chiefly confifts, 
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It is fotittJ in the Mines of #?r*>. This Colour was among the 
Ancient/^^wufedto facred Purpofes, and on Feftivais 
JupiterslfecQ was painted therewith, as likewife the Bodies 
ofthofethat entred in Triumph. The fa&itious Cinnabar* 
is that which we now ufej and is made by a fublimation of 
Mercury and Sulphtir. 

i o. Carmin made ofCochinee/. 

1 1 . L^thought to be an Arabick word: It is made of Fiocks 
dyed, or fhavings oiScarlet-cioath, or of thc Ccchinee/ Infect, 
or elfe of Kjrmes-berries , their Tinfture being extratted 
with a Lye of Pct-afbes, and then precipitated with a Solu- 

tion of R.Gck-aUm. Af ter the fame manner aL^maybe 
made of any Plant or Flower ; a more exa£i Information 
touching this matter, may be had in Mr. Boyle\ Treatije of 
Colours, Part.
